Federal Troops May Be 


Called On, He Tells 


Mine Operators 


(By The A&sociittd Pr«»») 
WASHINGTON—President Har- 


ding late today will send' simulta- 
neously telegrams directing ths 
operators of all bituminous mines, 
shut down because of strike condi- 
tions, to resume operation at onca 
and requesting the governors 'of 
those states in which the mines op- 
erate, to furnish guch military pro- 
tection as may be needod. If stats 
troops find it impossible to 
cop« 


with the situation, federal troops, 
it was understood, may eventually 
be employed. 


Plans for such 
action by the 


president -were understood to have 
received the unanimous support of 
the cabinet at today's meeting of 
that body, at which the industrial 
situation was discussed in "all 
its 


ramifications. 
The advices to th« 


mine operators and the governors 
will point opt the imperative neces- 
sity for early resumption of 
the 


mining industry in the interest of 
the public and will also briefly urge 
that orderly procedure be observed 
in the execution of the plan. 


• Mines Will Op«n. 


PITTSBURG, 
Pa.—Important 


mines in the Pittsburg district will 
be opened without delay under th« 
plan proposed by Pres. Harding, it 
was stated here this 
afternoon. 


Already some of 
the 
companies 


have •commenced to clean up ths 
pits with a view to early resump- 
tion. In two mines coal has been 
cut and deputy sheriffs and stat« 
police are on guard to protect 
workmen when the hoisting 
ma- 


chinery is^ started. Several week», 
it was said, would be required be- 
fore the mines would be ready for 
even a semblance of normal 
coal 


movement. 


The saloon bar, even though 
it 


be in a soft-drink parlor, was rul- 
ed out of lav<ul existence today by 
the Supreme court in a decision de- 
nying the suit brought by Hu;?h 
Alby, Milwaukee saloonist, agairst 
W. Stanley Simth, state 
prohibi- 


tion commissioner, attacking pro- 
visions of the Seyerson state dry 
law as unconstitutional. 
The legislature acted entirely with- 
in its powers and did not go to un- 
reasonable 
lengths in 
abolishing 


the bar, the tribunal decision, de- 
.clares. The court, in effect, sets 
forth that the bar affords a temp-' 
tation to violate the dry act, by 
givingg the drink dispenser an op.-. 
portunity to impart a "kick" to soft 
drinks by merely hiding behind it. 


The decision follows: 
"It was the legislative purpose 


to prohibit the erst-while rather 
•distinctive saloon custom of stand- 
ing at the 
bar 
and 
consuming 


drinks. 
It is said this is an arbi- 


trary, absurd and ridiculous regu- 
lation. Without pausing to consid- 
er whether a court should declare 
unreasonable and void any regula- 
tion or condition attached to 
the 


prosecution of, f, business -which 
th° i?;islature way entirely pro- 
hibit, we must, 
express ,.our dis« 


?gre«iiei>i with appellant's conten- 
tion in this respect. 


"We must bear in mind that the 


function of the legislation was to 
firmly' but considerably usher out 
the old-time saloon. It was ijnown 
that many of these places 
would 


thenceforth be devoted to the sale 
of non-intoxicating liquors by the 
old proprietors; that for a time >t 
least they would be-patronized by 
their 
old-time customers 
from 


whom would come frequent impor- 
tunities for 
intoxicating 
liquors 


presenting strong temptation 
to 


violate the law prohibiting the sale 
of such liquor. 
No doubt one of 


the purposes of thc legislation was 
to suppress a custom and practice 
obtaining in .the old-time saloon." 


"Every one knows that the high 


stax^ing .bar shields the action of 
the» bar-tender who stands behind 
the bar making it entirely ^possible 
for h'im 
to 
introduce intoxicants 


into so-c\lled soft drinks. The leg- 
islature might well have thought 
that the prevention of drinking at 
the bar would have a decided tend- 
ency to discontinue the -prepara- 
tion of drinks behind the bar. The 
mere fact of preventing drinking 
at the bar in-and of itself requires 
n change in the method of serving 
patrons which in time might re- 
sult in a voluntary abandonment 
on the. part of the proprietor wf 
making any use-'of the bar in con- 
nection with his business 
of dis- 


pensing 
non-intoxicating 
drinks. 


This might well hava been in 
the 


mind of the legislature and we can- 
not gay-that it is an absurd'and ri- 
diculous regulation or that it has 
no tencdncy, to promote the; domi- 
nant purpose of the. .legislation."

OOK for a rr.oment at the appallir.fr situa- 
tion in the industrial field. The greatest 


if all our industries that of agriculture, is al- 
nif-.'-.t prostrate. The temporisir-S schemes put 
forward for its relief such as price fixing, farm 
Inar.s, and the emergency tariff, have a!l failed 
t.i relievo the farmer. He is still paying war 
prices for what he buys, while receiving pre- 


md. sometimes less than pre-war prices 


for his products. 


Our coal industry is paralyzed and opera- 


tions are suspended throughout a large part of 
the country. Suffering and want from scarcity 
or lack of coa'. next winter seems a certainty, 
while the mounting prices of this necessary of 
life is adding countless millions to the wealth 
of the oal barons. 


Our great merchant fleet, built up at an «x- 


p£nse of more than three billion, dollars dur- 
ing tne last few years, is largely idle, tied up 
at wharves under a staggering expense for-up- 
keep, while a large American tonnage is car- 
ried in British bottoms at ocean rates nearly 
double the- rates of ten years" ago. But wheth- 
er idle or operating, our merchant fleet is tak- 
ing millions of dollars 
every day from the 


pockets of the people to maintain it 
And now 


it is proposed to sell this great fleet of ships 
to private individuals for a few cents on the 
dollar of what it cost, and to give the purchas- 
PT a bonus besides in the form of » subsidy 
for taking it. 


Our railroads are in much the same condi- 


tion as our ships. Since the passage of the 
Transportation Act, known as the Esch-Cum- 
mir.s Law, the railroads have taken out of 
the public treasury a billion and a half dollars, 
a sum/grpater by half than our entire national 
debt prior to the late war. And yet the Jbtfr- 
den of excessive rates has not been lifted from 
the back of the farmers or other producers. 


Meantime, labor is idle as*almost never be- 


fore. 
The mill workers throughout the coun- 


try, the coal miners, and employees of rail- 
roads have gone on strike or been locked out 
because employers refuse them a living wage. 


In addition to all the sacrifices the people 


Bade during the war, they find themselves aft- 
er it is over in the condition I have described, 
and besides that, burdened with a war debt of 
about twenty-four billion dollars, and saddled 
with, an annual tax burden of approximately 
four billion dollars.

HILE depression, poverty, and want is 


Ae fato of the great mass of the pro- 


ducing fanners and laborers in this country, 
the masters oi coal and oil and iron and steel 
and of the cotton mills and *he woolen mills, 
the grain trust, and the meat trust, and other 
preat financial interest of the country have ac- 
cumulated more wealth during the last £#w 
years than even they ever dreamed of possess- 
ing- before. 


Before the late war 6 per cent of the wealth 


of the country was owned £y 2 per cent of the 
population. 
I do not know that, any figure* 


arc available or that it is possible to show the 
extent to which the war #dded to the fortune* 
of the few while depleting toe resource* of 
the many. 
Someone has estimated from in- 


come tax return* that twenty thousand mil- 
lionaire* wer« made as a mult of the war.

TBS ssst-soioaKS LAW 


P" IRS'l in this list of legislation shoula be 
* 
meo-ticmed the Eacl^eu/amins Railroad Law, 


the law under -which the Interstate Commerce 
Commission -was virtually required to raise rail- 
road rate* to * point --where they would yield 
the owners of the railroads a net profit of 6 
per cent on the aggregate value of the ror-ds 
in so far as the taffic could be made to pro- 
due* that return. Because there -was no other 
mean* of determining the aggregate value of 
th« rotds, this meant virtually the "book 
vatoe," and included, of coarse, the watered 
»tock& and bonds of the roads. 


As th« campaign progresses I expect to dis- 


cuss in detail each of the measures to which I 
now merely refer. 
I am calling those sub- 


jects of legislation to your mind now merely 
to make clear what the issues are in this cam- 
paign. The responsibility for the Each-Cum- 
mins Railroad Law must be divided between 
both the Democratic and Republican parties 
and the same is true of most of the other meas- 
ure* to which I snail refer. The guaranty pro- 
vision in this law did not originate with either 
Republicans or Democrats, but it originated in

EXT perhaps in importance wa»> the r«ve-

nue bill which the Republicans 
brought

ward in response to the papular dfjnand for 
some relief from the intolerable tax burdens. 
And what did thig bill accomplish? 
why, sir, 


the great achievement of this bill was to re- 
pea! the excess profits tax on corporations 
which jt is estimated saved to the great cor- 
porations and trusts of the country 450 mil- 
lion dollars annually in taxation. 
It deprived 


tha Treasury of the United State* 
of that 


much revenue, and of course left the deficit to 
be met fey other taxes whkh the people must 
pay. It also reduced the surtax on large in- 
comas as a further ^concession to wealth. 


HOW A THREE HUNDRED MILLION DOL- 


LAR JOKER WAS KILLED 


HILE I could not prevent the enactment' 


of the main features of this law which in- 
creased the tax burden upon the common peo- 
ple while relieving wealth and war profits from 
taxation, it will always be a matter of the 
keenest satisfaction to me that I was able to 
uncover one of tie jokers in this bill, which, 
when exposed to view, was ,10 bare-faced in 
it* robbery that even many of the supporter* 
of other portions of the bill would not under- 
take to defend it. I refer to what was 'known 
as the "foreign trader" provision in the .bill by 
which citizens of thi:1. country or domestic part- 
nership* or corporations, 80 per cent or -more 
of whose income was derived 
from sources 


without the United States, were to be relieved 
from taxation upon their income from foreign 
sources. Under this provision it was only nec- 
essary for wealth to be withdrawn from the 
industries here and invested abroad, and for the 
great banking concerns, like the House of Mor- 
gan, to organize »ub»idiaries to do their for- 
eign business in order to escape all federal 
taxation, 


I moved to strike *&» provision from the 


bill and as well as I could pointed out the in- 
iquity and injustice of it. Although- mine was 
the only voice that had been originally raised 
.against this provision, when a few days later 
I called for and obtained ~* record vote, my-- 
amendment was sustained, 35 yeas to 30 nays, 
and one of the vicious provisions of. this bill 
was killed. It wa* estimated 
by Mr. J. S. 


MCoy, Government tax expert, that the ex- 
emption of the "foreign trader" from taxation 
meant a lots of revenue to the Government of, 
$300,000,000. 


It is some satisfaction to know that I was 


instrumental in saving the taxpayers |300,- 
000,000 by the amendment I secured.

. EXCESSIVE ARMY AND NAVY AP-

NOTHER matter deserving of considera- 
tion is the amount ^of appropriations ex- 


acted by the administration from Congress' for 
the Army and Navy. 


At the-close of this war to end war, it was 


fair to exoect and the people !weri promised, 
a great reduction in the expenses for the Army 
and Navy. What are the facts ? The adminis- 
tration urged a total appropriation of 5510,961,- 
S30 for the War Department. And it was only 
after a prolonged contest, led by the small 
group of progressives, that the amount was 
finally/reduced to approximately J3g8,,000,000 
in round numbers. The appropriation demand- 
ed for the Navy w*» $«79,615,741. After a pro- 
tracted struggle thi* was finally reduced to 
$410,073,239.

OUR UN-AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY 


|V OR is the foreign policy to which we have 
•^ been thus far committed, rnpra commenda- 
ble than our record of domestic legislation. 


By the Four Power Treaty we have become 


bound to obligations as un-American as those 
contained in the rejected and discredited treaty 
of Versailles. 
By the Four Power Treaty we 


bind ourselves to refer for adjustment any con- 
troversy which can not be settled by diplomacy, 
to a body composed of the representatives of 
the high contracting parties to that treaty. The 
high contracting parties are, of course, the 
British Empire,' the Japanese Empire, France, 
and the United States. 
As the opportunity 


arises during -thjs campaign I purpose to dis- 
cuss the provisions of this treaty and to make 
clear how it nunjic&s not only our peace, but 
the peace of the world. I only pause here to 
say what I h*ve repeatedly said in substance on 
the floor of the Senate, that by the terms of 
this treaty we. have entered into an alliance 
with the three most imperialistic nations of the 
world, to the exclusion of all other nations. By 
its terms we are in partnership with the Japanv 
ese Empire a,rid the British Empire and the 
French imperialists now in control of that 
government, and we will acquiesce in whatever 
they jr.ay choose to do \in the regions of the 
Pacific Ocean. Or if we protest against their 
conduct because our own vital interests are in- 
volved, we must submit the issue so made for 
adjustment to a body, a majority of which we 
know in advance is packed against us.

DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE NOT IN THE 


INTEREST OF PEACE 


I 


N considering our present foreign policy, we 
must, of course, take note of the Disarma- 


ment Conference held in Washington only a 
few months ago. This conference was undoub- 
tedly called because the demand of our people 
for some guaranty against future wars was 
too strong to be disregarded. It was with high 
hopes that our people watched it assemble, and 
for a ti:r»e they followed its proceedings with 
breathless interest, praying that some pledge 
against future wars would come from it. But 
it soon became apparent that this conference 
was in the interests of the-, great financial pow- 
ers back of the conference and that it had little 
concern for humanity; that it was designed -to 


, protect not the lives of the people of the coun- 
tries Concerned, but the interests of the finan- 
cial groups dominating those countries. 


The agreement to halt the naval programs of 


Great Britain, the United States, and Japan, 
and to maintain in statu quo the'relative naval 
strength of those countries^ means absolutely 
nothing so Jar as prevention of future wars 
is concerned. It only means that in case of 
war each nation shall start in the relative po- 
sition as to naval armaments in which it stood 
at the time of this conference. 'If Japan had 
ten warships, the United States fifteen, and 
Great Britain twenty, all that it was proposed 
was^that this proportion should be maintained. 


This, of course, was intended to prevent -a 


race for supremacy between these nations in 
building warships at the present time when their 
finances could not stand . the strain. To have 
continued the made policy of expenditures for 
this purpose at this time would have soon 


Congress is composed, they are outnumbered on 
the'- tariff and the ship subsidy, and the Presi- 
dent's- influence is counted as sufficient to de- 
feat adjusted compensation for the soldiers. 


Thera is only one hope regarding these meas- 


ures, and that is that the fight be carried to 
the people in the approaching elections this 
fall. If the people make their power felt in the 
Congressional elections in 1922 as they did in 
1910, when they defeated Senators and Repre- 
sentatives who had supported the Payr.e-Ald- 
-ricli tariff bill, they will maka even the most 
hardened stand-patter recognize his real "mas- 
ter"? voice." 


Because the pending tariff bill, the soldiers 


adjusted compensation bill, and the ship..^ub- 
sidy are soon to be acted upon by the Congress 
according to the present legislative program, 
these measures must be carefully considered by 
the voters. 
A little later in my remarks,1 if 


' your patience1 permits, I will briefly discuss 
each of these measures, but at this point I de- 
sire to consider with you the reasons for our 
present deplorable condition ar.d suggest the 
direction, at least, which we must follow in 
order to find relief. 


THIS IS NO TIME FOR PESSIMISM 


T AM no pessimist. I believe we will find a 


way out of our present, difficulties and pre- 


serve for ourselves and for generations yet un- 
born the blessings of a free government—a 
government in which men and women shall be 
free, both politically and industrially. Neither 
have I any ready-made theory such as our So- 
cialist friends and Single Tax friends and other 
believe will solve all or most of the trdjibles 
of organized society. I have never believed and 
no not now believe that progress for us is to be 
found in revolution or violent or sudden change. 


We must progress slowly but surely, con- 


solidating our gains as we make there, but never 
sacrificing a principle or compromising with 
wrong or turning from the straight course 
merely to reap a temporary advantage. 


THE -DISEASE AND THE REMEDY 


T> BFORE we prescribe a remedy we, should 


always try to find out the cause of the 


disease for which we are prescribing. 
If I 


were »skcd today to say what is the matter 
with this country industrially, I would borrow 
an expression from the world of business and 
say that we are carrying too much "overhead 
expense." 


The late war and the results of it have not 


caused our present deplorable industrial con- 
dition. 
War conditions have aggravated it— 


indeed, to some extent have intensified and 
precipitated it. But the underlying causes ex- 
isted and were openly ar.d actively manifest for 
a quarter of a century before the World War. 


By "overhead-expense"* in any line of busi- 


ness I mean these fixed charges of the business 
which must always be met but which are not 


related to output or production. 


By '"productive expense," on the other har.d, 


I mean that class of expense wnich is directly 
related to the product or output of the busi- 
ness. 
If it xis a manufacturing business, the 


wages of labor and of those engaged directly 
in converting raw material into the finished 
product and distributing the finished product 
to the purchaser or consumer is productive ex- 
pense. On the other hand, salaries of general 
officers, rent, faxes, interest, depreciation, ob- 
solescense, and many other expenses not di- 
rectly connected with turning out the produce 
are classed as overhead expenses. They rep- 
resent expenses that must be paid. Now it is 
perfectly obvious that when a business is load- 
ed down with excessive overhead expense it can 
not prosper. 
No business could prosper that 


had to pay as overhead a million dollars a year 
as interest and jent and other fixed charges 
when the product turned out by that business 
only amounted to half that sum. 


.•Now .that, my friends, represents the condi- 


tion of,the railroads,, of the coal mines, of the 
great manufacturing- plants, and other great 
industries in the country. Why is it that the 
railroads must charge'. exorbitant rates in or- 
der to maintain themselves and show a profit? 
It is because of the exorbitant and unjustifiable 
overhead expense or fixed charges which 
be met in order to yield interest arid dividends 
upon their millions and billions of stocks and 
bonds which represent no 'genuine investment 
at all. 


You remember how the railroads of this 


country were largely built-during. the two fas- 
generations. 
You know how bonds and stocks 


weVe turned out for the building of a. railroad 
without any regard to the amount of the actual 
investment and how they wear distributed to 
the fivored few who were • "in" on the scheme 
on the pretense that they, were to pay for serv- 
ices or contracts or/for other purely fictitious 
rights, or obligations. 
When more money was 


wanted for speculation-1 and promotion by the 
Wall Street'owners, more bonds were issued, 
more stock was sold, and always the "insiders" 
received their "rake-offs" in j>onds and stocks 


that the disarmament agreement shall be ac- ' without returning a dollar of value for it. This 


bankrupted Great Britain and Japan 
have 


endangered the 
supremacy of the 
interests 


which rule both those countries. To a lesser. de- 
gree, irthe same was true of this country. The 
burden of taxation would have been too great 
to be borne and popular resentment would have 
swept from power in each country those res- 
ponsible for such policy. It was this result that 
it was sought to avoid by the agreement to 
limit naval. a'rwa-ments. 


So far. as the Disarmament Conference pre- 


vented wasting the money of any country in 
building warships, I commend it. But I insist 


cepted at its ^hie value and1- its true pu.-pose 
recognized. It has no tendency to prevent war, 
but only requires that the nations concerned, 
in case of war, shall start the upbuilding of 
their war navies from the relative positions 
they occupied at the time that agreement was 
made. 


It is in no spirit of complaint or fault-finding 


that I have thus briefly recalled to your minds 
i he events of the past few months. The events 
arc too ominous, the situation too-grave and 
too fraught with peril to permit any personal 
consideration to warp our judgment or obscure 
our view. We must not, on t..c one hand,' lull 
cuwelves into a falsa sense of security; or re- 
fuse, on the other, to 'look the lacts in the face, 
however /ugly they may be.

EVEN GREATER PLANS TO PLUNDER THE 
T 


PEOPLE ARE IN THE MAKING . 


....HE present legislative program of the Con- 


gress is but partially completed. Even 'great- 
er plans to plunder the American people are 
now-in the waking. 4 refer to .the shameful 
Fordney-McCumber tariff bill, at present before 
the Senate; the Ship .Subsidy bill which i* to 
•follow close upon its heels; -and lastly, the 
.scheme which has behind it all the power of the 
administration, to -postpone and, if need be, de- 
feat the adjusted compensation hill for the sol- 
diers ^of the lite -war. In both Houses of the 
Congress there it a/group of men fighting on 
the 'right *id« of theM que*ti«m», but, «s the 


has been the method, by which the great for 
tunes have been built up in railroads. 
This 


has been the method by which great fortunes 
have been built up not only in the railroads of 
the country, but also in the case of other great 
corporations. 
The 'last twenty-five or thirty 


years has been the era of great combinations 
in every line of business. It his been the era' of 
trust formation, and yet every trust and every, 
combination that was ever formed resulted in 
just this process of over-capitalization. 
The 


issuing of millions upon millions and billions 
upon -Millions of bonds and stocks to the "in- 
siders'Vfor good will, for services, for contracts 
made simply for the purpose of highly paid, cor- 
poration lawyers could devise, was the regular 
^procedure in the formation of every one of these 
trusts and combinations. Then if the monopoly 
power of the business was .strong enough to 
force the public to pay sufficient profits, stock 
dividends would.be declared on account of the 
accumulated profits which the business had 
taken "out of the consuming public, and those 
stock dividends in turn became the basis upon 
•which larger earnings must *e made, and 


• therefore prices further advanced. It/i» this 
-process of pyramiding, of. building up a : vicious 
.spiral of .inflated overhead carrifed -on, through 
: all lines of industrywhich result* in tb* neces- 
sity of- extortionate 'r»tes and excessive prices, 
ever' increasing, in 'order .that the bverhetd of 
the»e concern* may W paid Which >i* repreient^ 
ed -in «nd r«tum:-in inflated' capital, intwttt, 


rent, salaries, and carrying charges. 


Here is the real cause of our industrial dis- 


ease—the real reason for industrial unrest arid 
business stagnation. 


What is the remedy that the managers of 


the trusts and the corporations and their agents 
in high places proposeito apply? Not the sen- 
sible remedy of decreasing their excessive and 
intolerable overhead expense by squeezing the, 
water out of their fictitious capital and other- 
wise .deflating their overhead, but they are 
adopting the unbusinesslike, foolish, and in- 
sene expedient of reducing their productive ex- 
pense. 
They are trying to deflate the wages 


of the laborers,'who directly produce everything 
that the corporation or business has to sell. In 
T.o line of industry today are wages high enough 
to enable the workers to maintain for them- 
selves arid their families a decen: standard of 
living, according to the studies and investiga- 
tions that have been made by the Department 
of Labor in the last few years as well as by a 
number of private and educational organiza- 
tions. 


Nothing could so increase the prosperity of 


n>this country us to allow to the farming class 
and the laboring cliss enough out of what they 
earn to enable them to buy generously of the 
necessaries and comforts of life. 
And nothing 


would bo increase the productivity of the farra- 
er and the laborer as jus; that thing. 


And then—gone completely money-mad—the 


trusts and combinations ancl great business in- 
terests of the country not only seek to cut clown 
product:ve expense by cutting down the:r labor, 
but seek to do another thir.g, and that is to 
charge the consuming public prices and rates 
high enough to enable them to pay the carrying 
charges upon this fictitious capitalisation—this 
monstrous and impossible overhead. 


Now, 
Mr. Chairman, 1 have pointed out the 


mahi cause of our industrial diseas'. There 
are other causes, of course, but this is the 
m^ir.-or.e. Remove it,'and the o'hers will dis- 
appear. Fail to removi it, and as sure as night, 
follows day, it will set its way to the vary heart 
of our society and our government ar.d destroy 
them. 


This condition cannot be remedied in a day 


or in a week or even in a few years. I have 
only si:d that I know the direction we must 
go in order to find relief, and I know that di- 
roc:ion is the very opposite from the one we 
are now traveling. 


I know that relief is not to be ,'ound in i»- 


posir.s robber tariffs upon the producing pub- 
lic, increasing the cost of everything we buy 
to benefit special interests. I kr.ow that repeal 
of the excess profits tax and increasing the tax 
burden upon the masses is not the remedy. I 
know that passing a ship subsidy biU, adding 
its millions of gratuities and grant to the ship- 
ping interests, will not cure the evil. I know 
that permitting trusts ar.d combinations to con- 
tinue to go unpunished while they openly or- 
ganize to'increase their fictitious capitalization, 
and to flout and defy the Anti-trust Law, is cot 
the remedy. I know that making the Anti- 
trust Law applicable only to labor organiza- 
tions and to farmers organizations while crim- 
inal trusts and combinations in restraint of 
trade go scot free is not the remedy. 


The remedy lies in the opposite direction. 


Deflate the 
over-caphlalized trusts and com- 


binations just as they, with their control ol> 
markets ar.d prices, have ruthlessly deflated 
and are continuing to deflate the farmer and 
the laborer. 


The Government through all these years 


had at hand a weapon, in the Sherman Anti- 
Trust 
law which, if properly and energetic- 


ally used, would have prevented the forma- 
tion of the trusts and combinations which 
now dominate all the basic industries. 
That 


law was intended to ''prevent and 
illegal the formation of those gigantic com- 
binations. I'would apply the" principle of that 
law to -the present situation and strengthen 
it so far as might ^e necessary .to meet ex- 
isting-conditions. None of these great trusts 
should be permitted to monopolize as they do 
the great nattaral'resources of;'the country. 
Let the Government take back ^ts iron ore 
and its coal timber and pil and other natural 
resources wherever necessary to prevent mo- 
nopoly of where it" is desirable to do so for 
other reasons. Then: let it; maintain such an 
absolute control of production and operation 
of three basic products by a strict leasing 
system so that all manufacturers, small- as 
well as large, shall have an -equal opportun- 
ity to get the raw material-at the same price-. 
That v»uld be one step in the right direc- 
tion. 


Then I would have the government do an- 


other thing. I would have it make an honest 
and thorough investigation into the plants and 
processes of these concerns 'and make public 
a fair and"- reasonable price list for their prod- 
ucts after such an investigation. 
I would 


ascertain the actual .investment in the busi- 
ness and give to the owners credit for every 
dolUr of value put into the business^ but I 
would give to the owners 'credit' for nothing 
which was the result of their monopoly con- 
trol. I believe that the force of public opin 
ion and the possibility of competition with the 
raw. materials accessible to all on the same 
terms, would make it unnecessary for the, 
Government to go any further. 
I do not be- 


lieve it would be necessiry for the Govern- 
ment to attempt to fix prices. That, how- 
ever, would be a question, to ,-take. care of 
when it arose. What'I am saying is that we 
must in the first place call a halt upon ihis 
process of trust building. Mn the second place 
we must compel the trust* to relinquish ev. 
erything which they hold in violation of law, 
to cease every'practice in which they are en- 
gaged in violation of law, and so far as may 
be necessary to retrace their illegal steps and 
to reduce their fixed overhead expense to a 
reasonable proportion of their productive ex- 
pense. 


I believe1 the method*' I have outlined 


would sufficUntly meet -tb« situation; that 
they would reduce competition and reduce 
prices. I am advocating nothing radical or 
extreme^ I do not believe that the Govern- 
ment should 'Jay it* hand upon either the per- 
*OK or, iiie property of the. citizen except 
when it i*;ab*«lut«lyrnece»*»ry to do *o. But

SOLDIERS ADJUSTED COMPENSATION' 
A 


DJUSTED compensation for the soldiers 
is n just policy. 
It represents an obli- 


:.-.:ior. the people of this country honestly owe 


. '.he soldiers of the late war, and for that 


•I'usor. 1 am in favor of it. Even if it takes 


• 'nv money out of the Treasury of the United 
.;'.!Ki'j and therefore out of the pockets of the 
"--•oplc. it is a just obligation and ought to be 
:"t"-. I have never hesitated to stand for the 


< vyir.e of taxes for 
any just, proper, and 


"ightful purpose. 
As a matter of fact, to 


ray tho soldiers their adjusted compensation 
°'-:S"t r.o1. to take one dollar out of the treas- 
ury or lead to any further taxation of the 
people. 
We should enact an excess profits 


tux, improving upon the one which was lately 
repealed, and the $450.000,000 annually there- 
by obtainable will take care of the soldiers ad- 
.\i«ed compensation. 


The reason that I am opposed to taxing the 


loople for .1 ship subsidy, for a railroad 
rxxinty under the Bsch-CwnwiM law and un- 


der the Fordney-McCumber tariff .bill for the 
benefit of the lew lines oi big buaineii, it b*- 
c*uj• thove tax** are unjuat and uwwccwarj 
and an »lmply devi»*d to take money out I of 
the pofJcet* of 90 per cent or • more of the 
people of this country, and tran«fer it to a 
favored few. 


There Is another thought, however, th»t I 


submit for your consideration regarding »ol- 
diers adjusted compensation, and that is this: 
The Government owes compensation to the un- 
wounded soldier upon the same principle as 
to the wounded; not, of course, in the same 
amount, but the principle is the game. Sup- 
pose the case of a young man at the thresh- 
hold of life and the Government took him from 
his business 
or calling or occupation for 


months and years, and suppose when he did 
return to civilian life he was unwoundgd; he 
still had both arms; he could still walk; he 
could still see. But he had lost his job, and, 
as proved to ba the case with a million of the 
ex-service boys, he 
could 
not find another. 


Two or three years of his life have gone. He 
received practically no pay as compared -with 
civilian pay during the 
time of his service. 


The training which -he received was such as 
to unfit him for business. Does anyone pre- 
tend to say that the Government owes no ob- 
ligation to a man that is placed in that situ- 
ation? 
Why should not the Government pay 


a just compensation for the years of this 
man's life which it has forced him to sacri- 
fice, just as it should pay a just measure of 
compensation for the loss of a foot or other 
physical injury. 
Everyone, of course, is for 


taking care of the disabled soldier, though 
the record of this Government's neglect in the 
care of even its disabled soldiers is a shame- 
ful one. 
There were eighty-three thousand 


cases of veterans seeking compensation in the 
files of the War Risk Bureau awaiting atten- 
tion at the beginning of 1921. I have asked 
for the latest figures upon this subject. Many 
of these young men have died, heartsick with 
disappointment and deferred hope, while desk 
officials of the Government they served pre- 
pared to get ready to take up their cases for 
consideration in the remote and indefinite fu- 
ture. 


This country was 
full of patriots 
who 


cheered the boys on when they were being 
sent abroad to face crushing shells and dis- 
ease and death in foreign lands. But these 
patriots were not so much in evidence when 
the boys came back seeking for jobs. -Last 
September John C. Emery then Commander 
of the 
American Legion, -wired 
President 


Harding that the American Legion Commit- 
tee on Unemployment had undertaken the 
task of caring for 
900,000 jobless service 


men. 
There are in this country today at least 


a million service men who cannot find work, 
and yet there are those, including, I regret 
to say, the President of the United States, 
who declare that the Government cannot af- 
ford to pay these soldiers any measure of 
compensation for the service they rendered 
their country. 
Billions for the railroads, for 


ship subsidies, for the profiteers in the form 
of tax exemptions, for the trusts in the form 
of tariff exactions, and for military expan- 
sion; but not one cent as consumption to our 
ex-service men. 


I notice in one of the Wall Street papers of 


New York a few days ago, a paragraph to 
the effect that while I had opposed our going 
into the war, I was in favor of adjusted com- 
pensation for the soldiers. 
The implication 


WR? that since I had opposed the declaration 
of war against Germany, I ought to oppose 
a square-deal for the soldiers who fought the 
war, which was was declared in spite of my 
opposition. 


The fact is that the same firm convictions 


that influenced me in opposing our 
entrance 


into -the l»wr, leads me 
now 
to offer the 


strongest support for every measure of just 
-and righteous compensation for all soldiers. 
I. know who it. was that would-.hayer to. bear 
the-burdens if "wan :wa.s... declared!,.'."•!•'•;Iffliew 
that''it!• was!, the youngymen/ori' theVfarrasr in 
the'factories, and in'the'.'sljopsi.'and-.in.-all tfie

a v.coimtry-'wida • propaganda.' to;'.dTivev.us. Jnto 
the .•war, • and I-knew how eagerly';they •would 
seize upon tvar. conditions .'to' increase'-•.th^eir 
wealth a hundred fold, while the' great" mass 
cf the citizen 
to - discharge 
to 
the • laist 


with their toil and labor every dollar .that 
the war legitimately cost, together with the 
extortionate sums extracted by the profiteers. 
I tried to save the country from that disaster. 
I failed. But I can at least aid in the wring- 
ing from the reluctant hands of the greedy 
profiteers a few dollars of their billions of 
war profits to aid financially the men who did 
the fighting in the war. 


I have not changed. Once the war was de- 


clared, against my judgment; I did what I 
could to lighten the burden and insure the 
safety and success of our soldiers, and to 
keep their dependents from 
suffering want 


and privation. 
And more than that, I pro- 


posed then, as I do now, that those persons 
and concerns who profited so largely by the 
war should be more heavily taxed to pay the 
expense of the -war. 


On August 21, 1917, when the war was but 


s few months old, in the Senate of the United 
States, I said: 


"So long as there is an Income to be 


found in the country so ?arge that it 
yields to its possessor 
a surplus over 


and above what he need* for the com- 
fort or even luxuries of life for himself 
and family, I am in favor of taking such 
portion of that surplus income by taxation 
a* lie Government needi for war pur--;,. 
poces, and if it needs it all I am in favor, 
of taking It all before we tak* one .penny 
, 


from the tlendor incoai*. of to* man who,' 
recuive* only enoufh to pro*M« Mowtlf 


' and family with the bar* n*r«**iri*« of 


life. 
So long u a man can be found 


who ia making Srmr profit*'— that i* 
profit* doe to -war. in excel*, of normal ' 
profits — I am in favor of taking luch 
portion of those profit* by taxation a* the 
Government needs for war purpose*, and 
if it needs them all, I am in favor of tak- 
ing them all before one penny U added 
by taxation to the burden of tho man 
already staggering under the load of high 
prices caused by the war." 
That is the doctrine that I stood for during 


every moment of the -war. It is the doctrine 
that I stand for today. 


Again on the 6th day of October, J817,.in 


the early days of the war, I said on the floor 
of the Senate: 


"There is, and of course can be, no real 


difference of opinion concerning the duty 
of the citizen to discharge to the the last 
limit whatever obligation the war lays 
upon him. 


"Our young men are being taken by 


the hundreds of "thousands for the pur- 
pose of waging this war on the Continent 
of Europe, possibly Asia or Africa, or 
anywhere else that they may be ordered. 
Nothing must be left undone for their. 
protection. 
They must 
have 
the best 


army, ammunition, and equipment that 
money can buy. They must 'have the best 
training and the best officers which this 
great country can provide. The depend- 
ents and relatives they 
leave at home 


must be provided for, not meagerly, but 
generously so far as money can provide 
for them." 
This is the doctrine that I stood for during 


every minute of the war, and it ia the doc- 
trine that I stand for today. Not only that, 
I tried to increase the pay of. th* soldiers 
while in the service, and drafted and caused 
to be introduced legislative proposals for 
that purpose and supported them. 


As the records of the Senate will show, on 


September 10, 1917, and various other dates, 
I advocated the adoption of such a measure 
and that a tax to meet the expense should 
be levied upon excessive incomes. My argu- 
ments fell upon deaf ears. 


I did this not because I favored going into 


the war, but because our people having been 
put into the war, our soldiers were entitled 
to the best that the wealth of the country 
could give them. 


I spoke aniJ voted against the declaration 


of war against Germany. Abraham ' Lincoln 
opposed our war with Mexico, and while the 
war was in progress, 
Mr. Lincoln, aa a 


member of the House of Representatives, in- 
troduced and spoke for his famous "spot" 
Resolution, 
severely 
arraigning 
President 


Polk and his prosecution of the war. 


My criticism of the war policy of the Wil- 


son administration was cot nearly as severe 
as was Mr. Lincoln's criticism of ' the Polk 
administration during the Mexican war. 
I 


maintained on this question the same posi- 
tion that I maintained then. 
Whether the 


men sacrificed their lives, their limbs, their - 
health, or their time, they are entitled to be 
compensated not merely in medals and in 
eulogies, but they are entitled to be compen- 
sated in good, bard dollars, which-will mean 
a little something at least for food and shel- 
ter and clothing, and they must be given 'an 
opportunity to get back into the place in the 
economic system which they occupied before 
the war. 
And every dollar of that compen- 


sation ought to be and can be law,, be taken 
out of the pockets of the war profiteers. I 
know of no more shameful spectacle., ever look- 
ed by the eyes 'or. man than that .of a' million 
ex-servite, men in ^this -.country, unable,-' i££rfnd

Shall we re-elect Governor Blaine and the en- 
tire progressive Republican itate ticket with a 
progressive legislature, or shall the state be 
turned back to the forces of reaction which 
formerly dominated it? 


There 
i* no more striking proof of the 


strength of the progressive sentiment in Wis- 
consin than the fact that the reactionary forces 
of the state find it to their interest to claim 
to be progressive. 


Though a new generation of men, and women, 


too, have appeared upon the field of political 
action since the stirring campaigns of that de- 
cade of the fiercest fighting ever witnessed in 
any state, the lessons learned in those days have 
not been forgotten. Many, many thousands of 
present-day voters know of that long contest to 
reconstruct a state government, only from his- 
tory or as the story has been recounted to them 
by the older generation. But the knowledge of 
that great struggle is a part of the inheritance 
of all true sons and daughters of Wisconsin— 
never to be forgotten. It is always a tempta- 
tion to me to recall that story, for it is a story 
of splendid devotion of the principles of popular 
government and of economic justice. It is a 
story that has been largely repeated in other 
progressive states since that time, and the final 
success which crowned our efforts, more than 
anything else has given me my undying faith 
in the ability of our people to direct wisely and 
justly their government, both in the state and 
in the nation. 


The enemy that we fought did not appear be- 


fore us armed or uniformed in the trapping* 
of war. Their manners were of the best; their 
speech was plausible; they were ultra-respect- 
able in appearance; indeed, they claimed to be 
the best and most substantial citizens in the 
state. Their mission, as they maintained, was 
to save the state from the agitators and dan- 
gerous radicals whose hair-brained Socialistic 
schemes, they said, would blight and ruin in- 
dustry and destroy our most cherished institu- 
tions. They were frankly for the old order, and 
they fought for it openly with the 
political 


weapons of that time. They were none the less 
enemies of popular government and industrial 
justice, and it was absolutely necessary to the 
progress and well-being of the state that they 
should be over-thrown and their power broken. 
I believe that many of them recognize the truth 
of what I am now saying and are glad that the 
progressive movement in this state was success- 
ful and the body of progressive legislation was 
enacted which followed our complete victory in 
1902. 


But I am here tonight not to indulge in re- 


miniscences, but to discuss with you the issues 
of today. 


While the pressure of almost continuous ses- 


sions of the Senate since I left the office of 
Governor has deprived me of the privilege of 
participating actively in all the state campaigns 
since that time, I nevertheless recognize in the 
opposition today the same forces of reaction, 
the same representatives of special interests 
that I have come to know so well. They axe a 
little camouflaged, a little disguised; but the 
disguise should deceive no one. The issues in 
the nation in this campaign are largely the 
same as the issues in the state, and where they 
are not identical, the principle that determines 
which side you will take in' the contest is ab- 
lutely the same. Permit me to recount briefly 
some of the leading state issues: 
(1) THE REPEAL OF, THE ESCH-CUMMINS 


'RAILROAD LAW. 


This is both a national and state issue. The 


guaranty provisions of the law and the rate in- - 
creases which were permitted under it vitally 
affect, of course, every citizen of the state, and 
especially the farmers of Wisconsin. 


In August, 1920, the Interstate Commerce 


Commisson, in obedience to this law, authorized 
the increase of passenger fares 20 per cent, 
freight rates 35 per cent, and Pullman rates' 
50 per cent. Not only this, but the law vir- 
tually takes from state commissions the right 
to control their own intrastate rates. And so it 
is that the people of Wisconsin who buy steel 
must pay the Pittsburgh price plus the freight 
from Pittsburgh even though the steel is actu- 
ally shipped from Chicago where it is nunufap- 


Now, 
upon this question you occupy one'fff 


two positions: Either you are for perpetuating 
-I?*8, right of the railroads to extort millions of 
Collars from the people .of this state by this 
process, or you are against it The progressive 
Republican platform declares unequivocally— 


"We favor immediate repeal of the in- 


iquituous Esch-Cummins Railroad Law, 
and the enactment of legislation that will 
restore control by state railroad commis- 
sions of intrastate rates and promote re-" 


. diiction of freight, passenger and Pullman 


rates upon a basis of honest capitalization." ' 
Upon this issue the platform of the group 


opposing the progressive ticket is silent. While 
the .candidates upon that platform dare not. tell 
the people frankly that they are for the in- 
iquitous Esch-Cummins Law, they dare not risk 
offending the railroad-and corporate interests 
of the state and country :who«e support they 
court, and whose interests they expect to serve 
if elected, by declaring their opposition to it. 
(2) SHIP SUBSIDY. 
-.Upon this subject the Progressive Republi- 


can. Platform declare*: 


"We are opposed to the shameless waste 


and extravagance 'embodied in the ship 
. subsidy bill, which proposes -virtually to 
denote to private interest* the govern- 
ment's ships, bought with the taxpayers' 
money, and than subeidiie them upon term* 
which promote inefficiency and graft." 
. 


There it not a word upon this subject that I 


have been able to find in the platform of the 
opposition. 
: ' 


Not only it every voter in Wiacondn vitally 


interested in this subject because af th* mil- 
lion* of dollars it wfll talc* oat of th* pocket* 
of the people, but because it made* th* attempt 
one* more to put through the sham*!*** icheme 
of taxing all of the peopte for the baneflt of 
private' ship owner*. 
Twenty year* ago or 


more, when Mark Hanaa wa* in th* UnHad 
State* Senate, h* cam* forward with a *ch«M 
for ship *nb*Wy la** vidoo* th*n th* prawnt 
on*,; but .h* fln*Br barf t»-atakioa Jt 


against it. Yot, in this more advanced and en- 
l}ght»ned generation there are politician* in 
WeaWnjton who have *o little regard for tho 
people'* interest and so little understanding of 
th«|r purpose and temper that they have re- 
vamped and again brought forward this plan 
of plundering the public. The pity of it and the 
shame of it, Mr. Chairman, is that in this great 
progressive state of Wisconsin a political group 
(I care not how insignificant it may be) dares 
to come, forward and ask popular support, and 
by its silence gives consent to this raid upon the 
public treasury. In this platform put out in 
opposition to the progressive ticket there is not 
a word with regard to the proposed ship sub- 
sidy. 
(8) PROTECTIVE TARIFF. 


Upon this subject the Progressive Republican 


platform declares: 


"We declare our continued allegiance to 


the traditional Republican policy of a pro- 
tective tariff, as specifically declared in the 
Republican National Platform of 1908, TO 
EQUALIZE THE DIFFERENCE IN COST 
OF 
PRODUCTION AT 
HOME 
AND 


ABROAD, so that American producers and 
American labor may be protected without 
imposing exorbitant monopoly prices upon 
every American household." 
This means, of course, that we oppose the 


rates of the Fordney-McCumber tariff bill now 
under discussion, as we opposed those of the 
Payne-Aldrich bill and for the same reasons. 


Here again, the platform of the opposition is 


as silent as the tomb. They dare not defend 
before the people of Wisconsin this shameless 
measure for they know the temper of the people 
of the state upon that subject. They dare not 
declare their opposition to the measure for 
thereby they would break with the Harding ad- 
ministration and the reactionary forces in Con- 
gress which have combined to put this measure 
through in disregard of the people's interests. 
(4). CHILD LABOR. 


On this subject the Progressive Republican 


platform, in recognition of an immediate and 
pressing issue, declares: 


"We favor an amendment to the federal 


Constitution to to meet the recent decision 
of the Supreme Court nullifying the child 
labor law,.and pending the adoption of such 
amendment we favor the enactment of such 
Federal and State egislation as is permit- 
ted for the fullest protection of the health 
and educational opportunities of the young- 
er generation." 
Here, again, the issue is both state and na- 


tional. 


As is well known, the Supreme Court of the 


United States, by a divided vote, has recently 
declared unconstitutional the wise law passed 
by Congress and approved by the President, 
protecting children of tender 
years 
against 


slavery in factories. Within the last few years 
two such laws have been passed by the Con- 
gress and approved by the President in response 
to the overwhelming demand of the people of 
the country, and both laws -have been stricken 
down by decisions of the Supreme Court, in 
each case by a divided court. The necessity for 
Congressional legislation on this subject is im- 
perative because a few states, dominated .by a 
few great manufacturing concerns which de- 
sire to sacrifice the lives of the children of the 
poor to increase their own swollen profits, will 
not pass effective child labor laws. The only 
way of- meeting the evil is to amend the Con- 
stitution so as to give Congress the power to 
act. Yet there are powerful financial interest? 
in this country opposed.to that amendment be. 
cause so- long as the decision of the Supreme 
Court stands they can hide behind • that decision 
and in that way retain their power to exploit 
unfortunate childhood.. Hence it is that.tho 
declaration- of principles of the opposition is 
silent also'upon this question.. -That this wsa 
not an oversig-ht appears from, a plank" in their 
platform which declares:

medical and -surgical aid for infants born 
with deformities or malformations should 
be extended and perfected."

No one can read these platforms which state

(«) THE PBIMAKY ELECTION LAW.

amend the law by providing tinat the candidate 
in the priin&ry should cot become the nomine* 
of the party unless in «ddition to recedvinj;

mary he also received a certain large percent- 
age of the vote cast. This, of course, would 
enable the opponents of the primary system 
to discredit it utterly, for it would only be nec- 
essary to put candidates enough in the field, 
each .with some local backing, to split up the 
vote and prevent any candidate having the nec- 
essary percentage of votes to nominate. 


But whatever charge may be brought against 


our primary law, it is not open to the charge 
that it lends itself to bossism. If the Repub- 
lican party or the progressive portion of that 
party has any boss in Wisconsin today, I have 
never heard of him. Speaking simply from my 
own experience with the primary law, I can 
only say that since that law was passed, the 
candidates selected under it have in a large 
majority of the primary elections not been the 
candidates I preferred or those for whom I 
voted at the primary. I believe that the same 
can be said by most of the men who have been 
selected by the people for high official posi- 
tions in this state under the direct primary. 


If evct there were an independent people on 


the face of th sarth, it is the Wisconsin voter* 
•when they go to the polls on primary day. I 
believe that the Wisconsin primary law, with 
the second choice provision restored, is alto- 
gether the best in the country. 


The Progressive 
Republican 
platform de- 


clares: 


"We are unalterably opposed to the in- 


sidious attempt of the special interests in 
Wisconsin to bring about a. return to the 
boss-controlled convention." 
The return to the convention is the aim of 


every political boss, I know something of the 
terrible struggle in this state to abolish the 
boss-controlled convention, and I know that the 
people will never willingly return to it. We 
must, however, vigorously resist such covert 
attacks upon the primary as are contained in 
the plank of the 
platform of the opposition 


faction which I have just read. The fact that 
this faction is in the field with a platform «nd 
candidates and -with the free and unquestioned 
right to get every vote possible for their can- 
didates and their platform on primary day, 
certainly is good evidence that perfect freedom 
of expression is provided for under the pres- 
ent law. 
(7) PUBLICITY 
OF INCOME TAX RE- 


TURN'S. 


On this proposition the Progressive Republi- 


can platform declares: 


"We favor 
complete publicity 
under 


proper safeguards of all federal and state 
tax returns and the repeal of the secrecy 
clause which tends to corrupt the public 
service shields gross frauds, and impose! 
undue burdens on honest taxpayers." 
This plank represents a very real and most 


important state issue. As is well known, be- 
cause of the secrecy which the law now cast* 
around income tax returns it is not possibU 
to learn the truth regarding the great incomes 
of the state. I understand it is to be admitted 
by everyone in this state that thereby millioni 
of dollars have been lost and are being lost to 
the treasury under the secrecy provision of ta* 
income tax law. 


Governor Elaine called a special session of 


the legislature to remedy this evil. The reac- 
tionary members of the legislature defeated th* 
admirably devised measure which he and other 
progressives presented, and then to cover their 
trial, proposed a bill which would give the AU 
torney General and district attorneys alone th« 
information 
concerning these return*. 
Of 


course, the answer to this measure is that all 
it would be necessary for the possessors of 
great incomes to do would be to capture th* 
office of attorney general and local prosecutor* 
and they would be safer than they were be- 
fore. 


Mr. Chairman, income tax returns ought':'&»' 


be as public as the tax returns upon your'horn* 
or your business. Edmund Burke well sail:

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An Adequate Bonus For Ex-Soldiers Is Paramount Issue—Senator La Follette 


(Continued) 


pnrpot* to prevent th« paiiage of the soldiers 
adjuttod compensation bill, that in disregard 
of the limitations placed upon the Executive of- 
fice by the Constitution he nppearcd personally 
and on the floor;of the Senate opposed the pas- 
sage of the soldiers adjusted compensation. 
Through the influence of his great office he was 
able to have the bill recommitted to the com- 
mittee and to prevent a vote on it from that 
day to this. 


The stand-patters in J;he Senate have an- 


other scheme of killing on the soldiers adjusted 
compensation, and that is to provide that money 
with which to pay the soldiers should be raised 
by a sales tax, that is a tax upon every sale, 
even to the commonest and simplest necessaries 
of life. 
By this ingenious device they expect 


they will be able to take more out of the sol- 
diers and their families' and dependents than 


vthe soldiers would get by their adjusted com- 


pensation.

Women In Politics 


ISS ELIZABETrLFRASER, the bril- 


that even the mo^t hard-boiled ntwspa- 


liant young English woman who 


has been heard in Madison, contributes 
some interesting observations to a/recent 
magazine on the comparative status of- 
American women with English women in 
industry and politics. Being a% English 
woman herself and a close observer and 
student, but having spent much of sev- 
eral years in America, she is able to get 
a viewpoint by which she can make most 
intelligent comparisons. It is always in- 
teresting to get the opinions and esti- 
mates of an outsider, and the following 
observations by Miss Fraser will be of 
interest: 


"In Europe, women are still swaddled 


in the cramping bonds of tradition—even 
the English women. With the women on 
the Continent—the French, the Italians, 
the Belgians, and the Germans—these 
bonds are still worse; worse than we or 
they can realize. And it is only by an 
abrupt juxtaposition of the women of the 
two continents, such as the late war af- 
forded, that one can see how far along 
the road of individual liberty the Ameri- 
can woman has come. 


"Looking more closely—though still 


from a bird's-eye point of view—at our 
own particular segment of that mighty 
.battle line of women struggling toward 
the light, one fact immediately stands 
forth clear. 
Our portion of the line is 


uneven. At one point it is carried far 
forward in a peak sharp as that on a 
fever-chart, then abruptly it drops away. 


"This sudden sharp forward thrust in 


the line is the American woman's re- 
markable advance in industry, in eco- 
nomic independence—an advance such as 
the world has never before seen; the cor- 
responding drop in her present position 
in politics, where, as compared with her 
progress in industry, she lags far behind. 
The reason for this unevenness of ad- 
vance is that America's biggest develop- 
ment has beer, not along political, but in- 
dustrial lines, ar.d the women have simp- 
ly followed the national trend. In indus- 
try, women 'have behind them approxi- 
mately three generations of schooling; 
they are experienced, poised, alert. In 
politics, they ara still in the primer-claas. 
They SI'B liks rhifks vhifh 
h?v<> just 


oursi, 'nsir shells;'the world before rusm 
is theirs, but tney don't know what to 
do with it ! 


"That was the transition period for 


women in industry. 
Since then, they 


have rooted and established themselves. 
They have made good. Nor did they, af- 
ter the war, lose any of their industrial 
gains, as has been the case abroad, nota- 
bly in France and England, the reason 
being that in America women did not owe 
their economic independence to the war. 
They had-won their spurs long before ! 


"This transition period in industry, al- 


ready blurred and- forgotten in our phe- 
nomenal advance, is now being once more 
enacted—this time in the field of poli- 
tics. Where women stood three genera- 
tions ago, uncertain, troubled, and afraid, 
thundered at by the conservative ele- 
ments of the church and press, on the 
threshold of 'an ind-ustrial expansion 
vast 
beyond any man's dream, they 


stand again today, in the arena of poli; 
tics. And as they went into industry, 
not' as aggressors, but 
because • they' 


were needed as pawns, as factors',in the 
mighty industrial march • of the" coun- 
try, so now they are entering this, new 
field, not to exploit their own personal;-

NOT BRING REVOLUTION" 


The former Imperial German Chancellor, Dr. 


George Michaelis, who held office for three and 
a half months, under kaiser Wilhelm in 1017, 
and who is not*' in the U. S. as a private citizen, 


takes a hopeful view of the 
political situation /in Ger- 
many. 


"I do not think the inter- 


ior trouble- will be so greut 
in Germany as 
some pre- 


dict," he declared or. his re- 
rent 
arrival. 
"I think the 


results of the assassination 
of Rathenau and the attack 
on Harden will ' be like the 
results of the Ka'pp "Putsch' 
in 1320. There will be fight- 
ing, 
sympathetic and polit- 


ical strikes, rioting and such 


consequences as are no\v being reported, but I 
do not believe there will be a. revolution." 


As to the strength o" the .monarchial parties 


and the fidelity of the troops to the pr>. ;ent Ger- 
man government, he says: "Some of the officers 
are of course from the old regime. But here am 
I who was for 
forty years 
under 
the ,old 


regime. 
Jf you ask me am I a monarchist, a 


Republican or a Democrat, then I say for that 
period in which we are living there can be but 
one answer. 


"Every man must support the Government. 


And to every one of my friends

vernmcnt I would say: 'You are not a frier.d of 
your country.'

GERMANS AND RUSS COMBINE 


Geraar. private capital and the Soviet gov- 


ernment have launched a corporation which 
bids virtually to monopolise the inland water 
transportation of Russia. 


Simultaneously with the' signing of the Rus- 


eo-Germ&n treaty at Rapallo-, last April, an 
ajp-oonienl rcss signed by/ M. Karsihan. *.:«isi- 
ani Commissar for foreign affairs, and M. Les- 
hava, assistant Commissar for foreign trade, 
acting on behalf of the Soviet gpwrnment, 
with the German firm,of Robert Wenkhaus, of 
Hamburg, granting the Germans a concession 
for the transportation of home and foreign 
g-oods through the Baltic Sea, the Caspian, Sea, 
and the Maricnnsky Canal system, which con- 
nects the basin of the Volga with the Neva. 


According to this agreement a syndicate will 


be formed with a capital of "00,000,000 gold 
.marks to be taken up in equal shares by the 
Soviet government and German capitalists. The\ 
firm of Robert Wenkhaus undertakes to pro- 
vide the tonnage needed and to arrange a loan 
for the Soviet government through German 
banks to the amount -of 500,000,000 marks. 
Part of this money will be used for the organ- 
ization of the proposed Asiatic Bank for trade 
with Persia. The tonnage left1 over, after car- 
rying: out the Soviet government's program of 
transportation, may be used by -the syndicate 
for tidding purposes. 


Members of the staff of Lowell Observatory 


at Flag Staff, Ariz.,

studies of the planet Mare which, they assert, 
bear out the theories of the late Percival Low- 
ell, founder of the observatory, as to snowfall 
and vegetation on the little red planet. 
Mars, 


nearest neighbor of this world with the excep- 
tion of Venus, is closer to the earth now than at 
any time in 18'years. Observations have been 
in progress for the past five months each hour 
of every night that weather conditions would 
permit. 


The seasons on Mars have the same signifi- 


cance as on our earth and occur in the same 
manner, but are about twice the length of our 
own, 
according to 
Doctors E. C. and V. M. 


Sliphsr, of the observatory staff. 
A statement 


by them follows:

"Winter has been occurring in !the southern 


hemisphere of the -planet Mars and the exten- 
sive dark areas' there are now faint and have 


! been ;«i for some time, betokening the dead sea- 


son of vegetation in conformity with the view 
held by Lowell regarding the seasonal changes 
on the planet. 


"The large winter cap of white about, the 


south pole of Mars, which for some .months 
has1 appeared to consist of only mist or cloud 
covering the south polar regions of the planet 
down to latitude forty degrees, is now dissipat- 
ing and disclosing a mantle of snow beneath. 
The spring season for the southern, hemisphere 
is now approaching, the season there at pres- 
ent corresponding to our March 21, and these 
changes arc characteristic of late winter over 
the south of -Mars. 


"In the northern hemisphere autumn is ar- 


riving and the polar cap there has already be- 
come conspicuous, having 
increased rapidly 


during the last few Martian nights. On the 
night of -June 17, it was observed that when the 
planet's longitude 265 -came into Martian sun- 
rise, and therefore visible to us, that a vast 
area there had during the preceding night been 
covered by a bright canopy. 
This bright hood 


faded off toward the equator, but was discern- 
ible down nearly to fifty degrees north lati- 
tude and veiled the darker markings of the 
northern part of the planet. This event marked 
the first really big autumn storm in the north- 
ern hemisphere of Mars so far this year. On 
thai* daie the Martian season corresponded to 
our September 18. Early indications of autumn 
made their appearance a month and a half ago 
at a Martian season corresponding to our late 
August. 
These observations have been record- 


ed on photographs. 


"These conditions and changes occurring in 


unison with the planet's seasons indicate that 
conditions are more analagous to those of the 
earth than to any of the other • planets."

"WATER RUNS UP-HILL" 


A water-lifting, apparatus which,.'scene to 


fiout the natural, law that water cannot run up- 
hill, and by which the tremendous energy of 
the rising tides may be harnessed for use by 
man, 'is en invention of Thomas G. Allen, grad- 
vat.e of ^VajHmgton University, St. Loais. The 
"fiyarautomat,'' as che apparatus is called, is 
the result of two years of 
experiments. A 


working mode! h« been viewed by scores of 
engineers, some of whom have' been baffled by' 
the simplicity of the cycle of operation. It has 
lifted wator 20 feet above the river level. 


The hydrautomat is designed to raise water 


in any -quantity from a running stream to any 
desired 
height, without the use of standard 


equipment such' as 
pumps, rams or water- 


wheels. 
The apparatus harnesses two natural 


sources of energy, the weight of a column of 
water and asmospheric pressure. By means of 
ai series of tanks, one above the other, and .a 
sluice-gate, which alternately 
brings .suctio'n 


and pressure into play, 80 percent of the energy 
of the pressure water used in obtained. 
The 


height reuired is reached by /carrying the series 
of tanks, alternating open and closed chambers, 
together with air conducting pipes, to the de- 
sired height.
